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RECORDS OF COUNTY DELEGATION 


Laconia, N. H. — March 2, 1959 


The Public Hearing on the County Budgets was called to 
order by Chairman Varrell in the Court House at 8 p.m. Present 
were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Watson, Lord, Snow, 
Pickering, Smith, Atwood, Howe, Hart, Lacaillade, Harkins, Nor- 
mandin, Ayre, Prescott, Burbank, O’Shan, MaclIsaac, Varrell, also 
Delegate Matheson from Center Harbor. 

Chairman Varrell read the County Budget as presented by the 
Commissioners. Explanations were given for the increases asked 
for in the Sheriff's department — a part time clerk is asked 
whom the Sheriff plans to use as needed with women jurors. An 
increase in the rate paid for foster homes, from $40 to $50 per 
month, makes the item on “Care of Children” higher, Com. 
Smith stated there were from 60 to 70 Children’s Aid cases. Mr. 
DuBlois questioned the matter of retirement pay for former 
Supt. Picard and his wife. Com. Smith replied that they chose 
not to enter the retirement system when it was set up in the 
county. 

The Area Budget was then read and discussed at length. Com. 
Smith reported that the Commissioners were not satisfied with 
the bookkeeping at the area and felt that an office manager 
should be hired. They have, therefore, employed one and placed 
the amount of $4,500.00 in the Budget to pay his salary for the 
remainder of this year. He stated that Manager Baer agreed to 
the employment of this person. Mr. DuBlois objected to the 
item allocating money to the Lakes Region Assn. and thought 
the money should be spent in some other advertising media. 

Mr. Rosenblatt asked several questions which the Commis- 
sioners felt were not in order but which were ruled proper by 
the Chairman. In response to questions, Com. Smith said that a 
Time Clock was in use at the Area. He said the answers to 
other questions as to expenses could be found if any one chose 
to consult the records in the Commissioners’ office. He said there 
was, at present, $64,000.00 in the Area account, and all bills 
except February ones have been paid. Rep. Snow questioned 
the amount of $7,000.00 which was transferred from the Area 
Account to the County to pay up County expenses by December 
31, in lieu of uncollected taxes, and noted that this did not 
show in 1959 Budget as being repaid. This was acknowledged 
an error as it had been repaid. 

The three Commissioners were asked their opinion on the 
Area bill setting up a separate Commission. Their replies were: 
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Mr. Smith: “He was agreeable to a separate Commission if 
elected by the voters and not appointed.” 

Mr. Stafford: “Had spent a lot of time at the Area and felt 
it was properly run. Commissioners can do little unless 
the Delegation empowers them.” 

Mr. Hubbard: “Thought the arguments the same as for the 
last ten years. ‘The only change he would approve would 
be to give the new Commission complete control of the 
Area so that taxpayers would not be asked to aid the 
Commission if it failed.” 


Mr. Morency asked if the Commissioners’ proposed budget 
called for any expansion. 

Answer: $4,000.00 for repair of cables etc. Until such time 
as some other agency is authorized to bond the County, 
the Commissioners would like to set aside $25,000.00 
of the present surplus to be kept for Capital Outlay.”

It was reported that the Area account had $74,876.13 on de- 
posit with some accounts owed; there is $3,971.44 in the Area 
Revolving Fund. 

The Committee deferred further examination of accounts un- 
til the end of the March quarter.

The Executive Committee met in Room 306 one half hour 
after adjournment. Present were Representatives McAllister, 
Varrell, Snow, Rollins, Harkins and Atwood. 

Rep. Marion Lord attended and gave the report of the Area 
Sub-Committee as follows: 

“The Area Sub-Committee of the Convention, consisting of 
Representatives Watson, Lord, Normandin, Ayre, Karagianis and 
Howe met with the Ski Advisory Board, Manager Fritzie Baer, 
and the three County Commissioners to consider the 1959 Area 
Budget. 

After two executive sessions the Sub-Committee has recom- 
mended the following changes in the Budget as submitted by the 
Commissioners: 

Under ‘Administrative Expenses’ the words ‘Office Salary’ shall 
be changed to read ‘Accountant’s Salary’ — $3,700.00 and ‘Office 
Salary’ — $2,000.00. This is an addition of $1,200.00 to Adminis- 
trative Expenses. The $1,200.00 shall be deducted from ‘General 
Maintenance’ so that it reads $25,800.00 instead of $27,000.00. 
The total appropriation remains the same. 

A sum of $25,000.00 is banked in the account of the Area at 
this time. The Sub-Committee recommends that $10,000.00 of 
this be placed in the Revolving Fund and that $15,000.00 be 
budgeted for 1) Kitchen improvement, $2,500.00, 2) Toilet fa- 
cility additions, $4,000.00 and 3) Parking lot paving, $7,500.00. 

In addition the Sub-Committee recommends 

1) That vouchers or bills be published in the Laconia Evening 
Citizen monthly in the same manner as city bills are published. 

2) That an employment contract be drawn up between the Ac- 
countant and Belknap County in order that there be no doubt 
as to the rights and liabilities of the parties concerned. 

Marion Lord, Chairman” 

It was moved by Rep. Rollins, and duly seconded, that the 
Chairman ask the Commissioners to send the Executive Commit- 
tee members a statement of the County finances as of March 31. 
It was so voted. 

It was decided to meet at the Court House on the afternoon of 
April 30, if the session adjourns in time, and then look over the 
lots on the Lake Winnisquam shore. Hearing on H.B. No. 319 
will be held that night.

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Laconia, N. H. — Court House — April 30, 1959 


A Public Hearing on H. B. No. 319 was called to order by 
Chairman Varrell at 8:15. Present were Representatives Rollins, 
McAllister, Watson, Lord, Hart, Lacaillade, Harkins, Norman- 
din, Ayre, Karagianis, Prescott, O’Shan, MaclIsaac, Varrell, Pick- 
ering, Smith, Urie, Atwood and Howe. 

The chairman explained that he would call on proponents, 
then opponents alternately. 

Former Rep. W. T. Robertson spoke in favor of the bill. 
(Report appended) Former Rep. Metcalf spoke against the 
bill but for the amendments as proposed by several delegation 
members. (See amendments appended) 

Mr. MaDan of New Hampton School said H. B. No. 319 
seemed to him to be a good one. He had no fault to find with 
Commissioners but felt they could not run the Area well under 
present laws. 

John Goodhue of Glendale opposed the bill vigorously. He 
advocated leasing the Area to business interests. Asked if he 
would care to lease the Area, he responded negatively. He sug- 
gested any private operator should let all Belknap County chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age use the Area free of entrance 
tee: 

John Chandler of Laconia represented the State and National 
Affairs Com. of the Laconia Chamber of Commerce. The com- 
mittee, after a study of the bill, voted to recommend the pas- 
sage of it. They felt the present authority was too divided; 
neither Commissioners nor Delegation members were elected for 
their ability as Area managers. If Commission is appointed by 
the Delegation it would resemble the Board of any Corporation. 

Larry Brown of Laconia spoke in opposition. Did not think 
it right for the County to be engaged in business in opposition 
to private enterprise. He thought the bill a poor approach to 
solution of the problem. 

Arthur Rothafel, chairman of the present Ski Advisory Board, 
spoke in favor; the 16 members of the Board had voted in favor 
of the bill as a step in the right direction. It provides a longer 
tenure of office so that long range plans could be adopted. 

Charles Stafford asked to be classified not as an opponent, but 
thought that the Delegation had sufhcient power at present to 
appoint persons to run the Area. He thought the Area needed 
some money to expand facilities. He did not like some of the 
provisions of the bill. All the Delegation needed to do was to di- 
rect the Commissioners at present, and their wishes would be 
carried out. 
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Question by Rep. O’Shan: Do you know any time the Delegation 
has refused to give Commissioners money for Area? 

A. I tried a few years ago, when a member of the Delegation, 
to get them (the members) to vote appropriations for the 
Area but did not succeed. 

Q. Did you ask for any specific thing? 

A. No, just general improvements. 

Q. By Rep. Hart: Do you believe that the business men of the 

County would be happy if the Delegation decided to build 

a Motel at the Area? 

I would not be. 

by Rep. Watson: Do you think there is adequate housing 

in the vicinity for all who might come to the Area? 

x GS, 

by Rep. Atwood: You appeared in favor of a similar bill in 

1950. Do you mind telling the Delegation, either now or 

after the meeting, why you feel it unwise now? 

A. I have simply changed my mind since then.

Alfred Rosenblatt spoke in favor. He stated that since the 
Budget Hearing on March 2, he had been able to find the answers 
to questions on Area management by reading the records in 
the County office. He gave excerpts from Area records back to 
1945. He remarked that Area management over the years had 
been a failure and needed a shot in the arm. He praised Man- 
ager Baer’s work. He thought the bill the right beginning. 

Atty Harold Wescott spoke in opposition. In response to a 
question, he stated that he represented the Commissioners and 
the County. He maintained that County Commissioners since 
1855 had been authorized to manage all the affairs of the county. 
He questioned the section of the bill which did not limit the 
amount of time for which the new Commission members could 
receive compensation. He felt the present set-up was adequate 
for Area supervision. He did not oppose improvement of the 
Area. 

Atty. Arthur Nighswander spoke for himself, stating he was 
not retained by any one. He explained his relation to the bill. 
In 1944 he drew a bill patterned after the Fraconia franchise act. 
A later one was drawn up by Fred Tilton, and in 1950 one was 
presented by F. A. Normandin. He said his experience included 
membership on the Ski Advisory Board and 11 years on the 
Ski Patrol. Last year the Special Investigating Committee asked 
him to testify to them and this year he had, reluctantly, agreed 
to give time to assist. In his bill as originally suggested, the pay 
that Commission members could receive was limited to $200.00 
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a year. This seemed to him a logical change to make in Area 
management. If changes are needed in the bill, they should 
be made, but not such as to kill its effect. He said that a separate 
Corporation could be set up but it had seemed to him that think- 
ing throughout the County did not favor this approach. 

Keith Matheson, delegate from Center Harbor, spoke in favor. 

John Goodhue spoke the second time. He brought up the 
loss of taxable property to the town of Gilford and stated Gil- 
ford could not afford to lose more. 

Former Rep. Ruth Miner spoke in favor of the bill and 
against any proposed amendments. She outlined the results of 
the Investigating Committee and drew attention to the fact that 
all speakers of the evening joined in expressing dissatisfaction 
with the Area as presently managed. She stated that the Delega- 
tion has no control over the running of the Area at present. 

Lawrence Guild of Gilford spoke in favor. He deplored the 
sanitary conditions and asked for prompt action to correct this. 

Thomas Roach, selectman of Belmont, spoke for bill with 
proposed amendments. All county residents affected by taxes. 
He favored appropriation of money if all benefit. 

Mr. MaDan spoke a second time: “If this bill is killed, will 
the Delegation and Commissioners please do something at once 
about sanitary conditions at the Area?” 

At this time 36 others signed in favor of the bill, and 8 in 
opposition. 


Hearing adjourned at 11:15.

Normandin, and duly seconded, that 
this matter lay on the table and no further action taken until 
Rep. O’Shan is notified. (Rep. O’Shan having stated that he 
must leave soon.) It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Snow and seconded by Rep. Karagianis 
that the bill be amended. (See amendments as finally adopted.) 
General and prolonged discussion followed. Opinions were 
polled on the several phases of the bill in dispute namely, 

1. Shall new Commission have 5 or 7 members? 

2. Shall the law specify that any member be a Commissioner or 

Delegate? 

3. Shall salary of Commissioners be limited? 

4. Shall Commission be allowed to bond the County without 

vote of the Convention? 


Rep. O’Shan left. 

It was voted, upon motion of Rep. Normandin, duly seconded, 
that Rep. O’Shan be allotted the same courtesy given Rep. Bur- 
bank, if action is taken today. 

After a recess of fifteen minutes, some agreement seemed pos- 
sible. On motion of Rep, Smith, it was voted to appoint a com- 
mittee consisting of Reps. Snow, Normandin and Urie to work 
out the amendments as agreed upon to present to the Conven- 
tion for action at a later meeting.

(See copy of amendments at- 
tached) 

It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Rollins 
that H. B. No. 319 be reported as “Ought to pass with amend- 
ment.” It was so voted with Rep. O’Shan asking to be recorded 
as passing on the vote.

A Public Hearing on H. B. No. 326 and H. B. No. 408 was 
called to order by Chairman Varrell at 8:10 p.m. 

Present were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Watson, 
Snow, Lord, Ayre, Smith, Howe, Atwood, Lacaillade, Harkins, 
Normandin, Prescott, MacIsaac and Varrell. 

Rep. Harkins, sponsor of H. B. No. 326, explained his bill 
which provides for the election of County Commissioners by the 
voters of each of the respective districts as now set up. The three 
districts are 1) Laconia 2) west district made up of Center Har- 
bor, Meredith, New Hampton, Sanbornton and Tilton and 3) 
east district which includes Gilford, Alton, Barnstead, Gilmanton 
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and Belmont. He gave a comprehensive report and compared the 
Commissioners to Representatives, Senators and Councilmen who 
are elected by their districts alone but who vote upon state wide 
affairs. He answered questions. No one appeared against the bill. 

Rep. Maclsaac explained H. B. No. 408 for its sponsor, Rep. 
Lacaillade. This provides for an increase of $200 in the annual 
salary of the County Attorney. He explained that this would 
make Atty. O’Neill’s salary $2,200.00 and this would be more in 
line with other counties of our size. 

No one appeared in opposition. Mr. O’Neill was not present 
to answer questions. 

Rep. Smith asked to be recorded as “‘neutral” and stated that 
Mr. O’Neill’s salary was raised last session as a result of a bill 
introduced by him. 

The Chairman closed the hearings, and the convention went 
into Executive Session. 

It was moved by Rep. Snow, and duly seconded, that H. B. No. 
408 be laid on the table. It was so voted unanimously. 

It was moved by Rep. Maclsaac that we adjourn. Four mem- 
bers having voted in the affirmative, and seven members in the 
negative, the motion did not prevail. 

It was moved by Rep. Watson, and duly seconded, that H. B. 
No. 326 be laid on the table for further study. It was so voted. 

Upon motion of Rep. Snow, the meeting adjourned at 9:10 
p-m.

Concord, N. H. — State House, Room 306 — June 18, 1959 


The Convention was called to order by Chairman Varrell at 
1:45. Present were all members except Representatives Hart, 
Rollins and Snow and Delegate Matheson. 

The Chairman called on Rep. McAllister to report the recom- 
mendations of the Executive Committee on the adoption of the 
Area and County budgets. 

Chr. McAllister stated that the report of the Sub-Committee 
had been received and asked the Clerk to read it, if the Con- 
vention desired. Rep Lord explained that this report was based 
on a full year’s operation of the Area in the present manner. 
After some discussion it was moved by Rep Atwood and seconded 
by Rep. Karagianis that further discussion of the Area budget 
be postponed until the Commissioners present a new budget 
extending to Sept. 15 which is the date set by pending bill 
for the beginning of the new Commission to run the Area. (H. B. 
319 is now law) Com. Smith said a new budget could be available 
in two weeks. It was moved by Rep. Karagianis and seconded by 
Rep. Ayre that the Chairman be empowered to appoint a five 
man Sub-Committee to recommend and report to the Conven- 
tion names for nominations to membership on the Area Commis- 
sion. 

Discussion, long and heated, ensued. 

It was moved by Rep. Urie, and seconded by Rep. Pickering 
that the motion be amended to make the number of the Sub- 
Committee three instead of five. Another discussion ensued. 

Rep. Urie and Rep. Pickering withdrew their motion to amend 
and moved another amendment “to change the number on the 
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Sub-Committee from five to three and substitute for the word 
“recommend” to “present.” After some discussion the vote was 
taken. Seven members having voted in the affirmative and eight 
members in the negative, the amendment did not prevail. 


The previous question was called for. The motion of Rep. 
Karagianis was carried and the Chairman appointed on the com- 
mittee Representatives Lord, Snow, Normandin, Karagianis and 
Smith. 


Rep. Watson spoke on the importance of the choice of this 
new Commission and moved, seconded by Rep. Ayre, that no 
member of this delegation or any County Official serve on this 
first Commission. 


Objection was voiced by several. Rep. Urie stated that one of 
the objections to bill by many was that elected officials were not 
included specially in the bill. Rep. MaclIsaac stated “I am not a 
candidate for membership nor will I serve but I intend to place 
in nomination the names of at least two of the delegation.” 


Rep. Watson, Lord and Karagianis spoke in favor of the 
motion as did others stating that the first Commission should be 
kept free of any suggestion of setting up a Committee for our 
own members to serve on with pay. Rep. Watson withdrew his 
motion. 


It was moved by Rep. MaclIsaac and seconded by Rep. Prescott 
that this Belknap County Convention be governed in its pro- 
cedures by the Rules of the General Court except as otherwise 
specified by statute, and that where questions of order are not 
clear they be governed by “Robert’s Rules of Order.” It was so 
voted. 


Rep. McAllister asked the Clerk to read the recommendations 
of the Executive Committee on the County Budget. These were 
given and general discussion followed. 


The item of $7,000.00 which was transferred to the County 
Account from the Area Account in December was again brought 
up. There was doubt in the minds of many of the actual amount 
to be raised by taxation. Several wished for a new budget giving 
more detail. Com. Smith stated that the Commissioners had 
presented a budget as required by law and they would not 
present another. To solve the difficulty, the Clerk offered to 
have a Budget comparing last year’s appropriations and expenses, 
also this year’s appropriation prepared and given to each mem- 
ber before our next meeting. 


It was moved by Rep. O’Shan, and duly seconded, that we 
adjourn until Thursday, July 2, and be given mimeographed 
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copies of the revised budgets at which time action upon both 
budgets could be taken. 


It was so voted.

A meeting of the Convention, adjourned from June 18, was 
called to order by Chairman Varrell during a recess in the House 
session. Present were Representatives McAllister, Watson, Lord, 
Snow, Smith, Pickering, Urie, Atwood, Lacaillade, Harkins, 
Prescott, O’Shan, Varrell and Maclsaac. 

It was moved by Rep. Maclsaac and seconded by Rep. Prescott 
that the Delegate from Center Harbor be allowed to vote on 
the Budgets, if he so desires. It was so voted. 

Com. Smith presented the requested revised Area Budget, in- 
cluding the period from January | to September 15. Discussion 
ensued. 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Snow 
that the revised Budget for the Area be adopted, (See) It was 
so voted. 

The County Budget was discussed. It was moved by Rep. 
Snow and seconded by Rep. Lord that the sum of five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) be added to item “Register of Probate Expense” 
for forms needed until the new ones become available. It was so 
voted. 

It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. Howe that 
the sum of $7,500.00 in the item “Aid to Soldiers’ be changed 
to the sum of $5,000.00. It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. MaclIsaac and seconded by Rep. Snow 
that the sum of $1,500.00 be added to the revenue side of the 
Budget on item “Surplus Commodities.” It was so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Urie and duly seconded that the sum 
of $1,000.00 under item “Delegation Expense” be changed to 
$500.00. It was so voted. It was moved by Rep. Prescott and duly 
seconded that the item “Cash Balance” on the Revenue side of 
Budget be changed from the figure $15,194.66 to $8,194.66 to re- 
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flect the repayment of the $7,000.00 loan from the Area. It was 
so voted. 

It was moved by Rep. Snow and duly seconded that the Bel- 
knap County Budget with the changes as recommended by the 
Executive Committee and the amendments made today be adop- 
ted. It was so voted. 

The amount to be raised by taxation was thereby changed 
from $151,859.97 to $143,844.97. See Budget appended.

Laconia, N. H. — August 13, 1959 


A meeting of the Belknap County Convention was called to 
order in the Court House at 7:45 by Chairman Varrell. All mem- 
bers were present except Rep. Harkins (who came in later). 
Delegate Matheson from Center Harbor was present, also. 

Upon the request of Rep. O’Shan, the Clerk read the minutes 
of the last meeting which were approved on motion of Rep. 
Karagianis. 

The Clerk reported from the last meeting of the Executive 
Com. meeting that an error had been discovered in the interest 
item of the Area Budget. The amount is $675.00, but was listed 
at $500.00. It was moved by Rep. Karagianis and duly seconded 
that this error be corrected. It was so voted. 

Moved by Rep. Watson and seconded by Rep. Ayre that no 
member of the Belknap County Delegation nor any employee of 
Belknap County shall serve on the new Area Commission. 


DISCUSSION: 


Rep. Urie — It is my feeling, and that of my town, that one 
or possibly two members of this Delegation should be on this 
Commission. We have compromised on this bill; no mention 
was made in the law as it finally passed, that delegation members 
would be excluded from membership. I think we have been 
double crossed and I don’t like it. 

Rep. Normandin — As to compromise, both sides on this 
question have given on some points, Rep. Urie’s group gave in 
on membership, our group gave on the question of financial 
control. 
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Rep. O’Shan — We have qualified men on this Delegation. 
They know the full background of the Area and should be mem- 
bers of the Commission. I’d like to ask Rep. Watson if this is 
his own idea, or how did he arrive at the thought of this motion? 

Rep. Watson — I have had this idea for some time and feel 
that the members of the Commission should be non-political. 

Rep. Atwood — The Area has been a headache for a long time 
to Convention members. I can’t imagine why any member should 
care for further active participation in it. If any member should 
be chosen, it should be the representative from Gilford because 
the Area is in that town. However I do not wish to recommend 
the member from Gilford, and do not believe she would care 
to serve. 

Rep. MacIsaac — I speak in opposition to the motion. We are 
elected representatives. It is absolutely wrong to bar those who 
are capable from membership. It will take a two-thirds vote of 
the Delegation to provide money for the new Commission. If 
Delegation members are on the Commission, it will be easier 
to get this vote. 

Rep. Lord — At leats for this first time, it would seem a bit 
odd to elect our own members on this Commission. Part of the 
law stipulates that a Report be given by the Commission to the 
Delegation. It might be harder for the Delegation to deal im- 
personally with the Commission, if one member was from our 
own group. It is like being judge and jury at the same time. 

Rep. Ayre — It was my understanding that this bill was an 
attempt to take the Area out of politics. Why should we elect 
politicians on the new Commission? 

Rep. Rollins — I cast no reflections on any member of this 
Delegation but I do feel that the membership of this first Com- 
mission, at least, should not be chosen on any political basis, 
but should be chosen without prejudice and only on the ques- 
tion of competence. 

Rep. Prescott — Whenever you elect, you make the members 
politicians. I see no reason why members of this Delegation 
should be excluded. 

Rep. Pickering — I agree with Mr. Prescott. I don’t think the 
motion before us is necessary. 

Rep. Normandin — We avoid some embarrassment if we vote 
on this first and settle the point before the slate is presented by 
the Nominating Committee. I would request, too, that Mr. 
Harkins vote be allowed to count on this motion. He is absent, 
as you know, because of the death of his son. 

Rep. Urie — I suggested to the Chairman this morning that 
this meeting be postponed because of Mr. Harkins. His vote can 
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not count in this meeting because we are acting under the Rules 
of the House. 

Rep. O’Shan — I am on record as opposed to this whole bill. 
This is not the Delegation’s idea. The County Commissioners 
and the Delegation have built up this Area over the years. Now 
TTHEY want to take over. I'll bet they will never do as well as 
the County Commissioners. In a few years we will have to take 
the Area back. 

Rep. Urie — I had hoped when we made our compromise, 
before the bill was passed, that we could come to some agree- 
ment. If there is no representative from the Delegation on the 
Commission, I promise you this: There is not doing to be one 
d— cent appropriated for that Area. You know it as well as I do. 
It only takes eight people to stop a two-third vote which is 
necessary. I am going to do all that I can to see that you get 
no money from New Hampton. 

Rep. Hart called for the question and it was so voted. 

Voting “Yes’’ on the motion of Rep. Watson were Representa- 
tives Rollins, Watson, Lord, Snow, Atwood, Normandin, Ayre, 
Karagianis, Matheson and Varrell. Voting “No” were Representa- 
tives McAllister, Pickering, Smith, Howe, Hart, Lacaillade, Pres- 
cott, O’Shan, Urie and MaclIsaac. 

Ten members having voted for the motion, and ten members 
having voted against the motion, it did not prevail. 

Rep. Normandin moved to adjourn until next Tuesday. 

Speaking on the subject of personal privilege were Representa- 
tives Smith, Urie, Watson and Maclsaac. 

At this point such confusion and acrimonious discussion ensued 
that the Clerk was unable to report the meeting with accuracy. 

Rep. Normandin withdrew his motion. 

Rep. Karagianis moved, seconded by Rep. Lord that Rep. Har- 
kins be given the privilege to vote on a slate of officers, inasmuch 
as the voting privilege had been given previously to Reps. Bur- 
bank and Hart. 

Rep. Urie — I speak against the motion at this time. An 
absent member can not vote unless we suspend the rules and I 
stand on that. I’m not having anything put over on me tonight. 

General and confused discussion ensued during which the 
Clerk was asked to read the Rules of the House. She stated that 
she would be forced to resign as Clerk unless an orderly pro- 
cedure could be followed. 

Rep. Karagianis withdrew his motion temporarily. 

Rep. Snow was asked to read the slate of officers as proposed 
by the Nominating Committee. He stated that the Committee 
had prepared two slates, one with a Delegation member on it,

one without, thinking that they would present the slate after 
the vote settling Delegation membership was taken.

Rep. O’Shan — You have exceeded your authority. Your com- 
mittee was set up to collect the names of all candidates. You 
should present the names of all who were suggested, and then 
the Delegation elects. 

Rep. Karagianis renewed his motion that Rep. Harkins be 
allowed to vote. It was not seconded. 

Rep. MacIsaac moved we adjourn. The motion did not prevail. 

Chairman Varrell declared a recess. 

Chairman called to order. At this time Rep. Harkins joined 
the meeting. 

Rep. Karagianis moved that no member of the Delegation 
be a member of the new Commission. Seconded by Rep. Lord. 

Rep. Urie and Pickering and others spoke in opposition. Rep. 
Karagianis withdrew his motion. 

Rep. Snow reported for the Nominating Committee that they 
had used care in selection of the five members so that the 
requirements of the law as to residence and occupation be met. 
He read the names of all members recommended and their spon- 
sors. He suggested the method of procedue to be the election of 
the Five Year member etc. This met with objection from one half 
the delegation so it was finally decided to begin with the One 
Year member instead. 

Rep. Snow nominated Dana Beane Jr. for the term of one 
year. This was duly seconded, and Dana Beane was unanimous- 
ly elected for the one year term.

Concord, N. H. — September 8, 1959 


A meeting of the Belknap Convention was held in Room 306, 
called to order by Chairman Varrell at 10 a.m. Present was Dele- 
gate Matheson from Center Harbor. All members were present 
except Representatives Hart, Ayre and Karagianis. 

It was moved by Rep. Watson, duly seconded, and voted that 
the reading of the minutes of the previous meeting be dis- 
pensed with. 

It was moved by Rep. MaclIsaac and seconded by Rep. Urie, 
that the rules of the Convention be suspended to permit the 
reconsideration of the vote whereby the 1959 County Budget 
was adopted on July 2. 


DISCUSSION: 


Rep. Smith, who is also Chairman of the County Commission- 
ers was questioned as to the state of County Finances. He stated 
that he saw no probability of cutting budget figures in the 1959 
budget inasmuch as jurors pay has been raised from $6 to $10 
a day; money had to be borrowed because taxes from towns was 
not available on July 1 as is usually the case; Soldiers’ Aid had 
been reduced from $7,500 to $5,000, etc. 

In response to the question of taking money from the Area 
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Surplus to apply to taxes, he replied that there would be a 
balance in excess of $50,000 to turn over to the Area Commis- 
sion on September 15. He said many repairs that were planned 
the first of the year had not been completed because the Com- 
missioners wished to give the new Area Commissioners the oppor- 
tunity to make other plans, if they so desired, so this surplus 
figure contained ordinary repair costs in some ways. 


Rep. Lord commended the Commissioners for asking Manager 
Baer to keep expenses at a minimum after the Area Bill passed 
so that the new management could have a fair start. 


Rep. Urie called for the question. It was so voted. 


Voting “Yes” were: Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Wat- 
son, Pickering, Smith, Urie, Howe, Prescott, MaclIsaac, Varrell. 
Voting “No” were: Representatives Lord, Snow, Lacaillade, 
Harkins, Atwood and Delegate Matheson. Rep. O’Shan passed. 
(Rep. Normandin did not arrive until after this vote). ‘Ten hav- 
ing voted in the affirmative and six in the negative, the motion 
did not prevail. 

Rep. O’Shan brought up several features of the Area Law, 
particularly in regard to insurance and taxes. Rep. Smith an- 
swered questions in regard to same. After some discussion, it was 
moved by Rep. Atwood and seconded by Rep. Lord, that In- 
surance and Taxes at the Area be figured to September 15 and 
the bill pro-rated. It was so voted. 


Rep. MaclIsaac spoke on personal privilege to the effect that 
it had been generally agreed that Budget would be reconsidered 
nearer the date of September 15 to see if money could be used 
from the Area Surplus to keep the 1959 County Tax at last year’s 
level, and he felt the agreement had not been kept. 


It was moved by Rep. Urie and seconded by Rep. Maclsaac 
that the sum of $4,349.17 be transferred from the Area Surplus 
and applied to the County Funds to reduce the County Budget. 


General Discussion ensued; it was questioned whether this was 
legal but it was stated by several that it should be voted, legal 
or not. Rep. Smith moved the previous question, and it was so 
voted. 

Voting “Yes” were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Wat- 
son, Pickering, Smith, Urie, Howe Lacaillade, Normandin, Pres- 
cott, O’Shan, MaclIsaac and Varrell. 

Voting “No” were Representatives Lord, Snow, Atwood and 
Harkins and Delegate Matheson. The motion prevailed. 
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An attempt was made to consider other unfinished business, 
but a motion of Rep. Urie adjourned the meeting at 11 a.m.*

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Laconia, N. H. — November 2, 1959 


A meeting of the County Convention was called, at the request 
of the County Commissioners, at the Court House to consider 
repairs to the County Home and authorizing the preparations 
of space studies for a new Infirmary. Chairman Varrell called 
to order at 8:05 p.m. All members of the Convention, including 
the Delegate from Center Harbor, were present. Also in atten- 
dance were the Commissioners, Architect Norman Randlett and 
other visitors. 

The Clerk read the call of the meeting. Rep. Joseph Smith, 
who is also Chairman of the County Commissioners explained 
the request for the County Home repairs. He stated that it should 
have been in the regular budget but had been overlooked. The 
repairs would consist of weatherproofing, insulating, etc. to 
make the Home more comfortable. ‘The Commissioners had con- 
sulted Mr. Randlett who gave an estimate of $1,882.00 for the 
work proposed. Later, some additions were made to bring the 
amount requested up to $2,000.00. Com. Smith responded to 
questions: 


Q. Is this in excess of 1959 Budget? 

A. No. We are asking that you take it from the County Capital 
Reserve fund. 

Q. Can it come from the surplus $4,000.00 Area fund? 

A. No. We have a sum of money from sale of lots that is set 

aside for a Capital Reserve. 

Is the Area surplus in that fund? 

No. 

Is this money included in regular County funds? 

No, it is still in the hands of the County Treasurer. 

Will the proposed changes make for savings? 

by Mr. Randlett: It should save some money in fuel, but is 

mainly for the greater comfort of the inmates. One room I 

visited last winter was particularly in need of insulation.

Com. Hubbard read the amounts which were mainly sup- 
plies and fixtures for bathroom etc. 

Q. What was the Capital Reserve set up for, and how has it 
been used? 

A. ‘There has been money taken out for the Sprinkler system, 
and for a new roof. 

It was moved by Rep. Normandin and seconded by Rep. Mac- 

Isaac that 
The County Convention authorize the County Commis- 
sioners to withdraw a sum not to exceed Two ‘Thousand 
Dollars ($2,000.00) from the Capital Reserve Fund for the 
purpose of insulating and installing aluminum doors and 
windows at the County Home, according to the estimate 
presented by Architect Norman Randlett, dated October 
14/°1959. 


The Roll was called and all members having voted in the 
afhrmative, the motion prevailed. 

The Convention then took up the matter of a new Infirmary. 
Com. Smith said that the Commissioners were asking for $2,000.00 
from the Capital Reserve Fund to apply for Federal Funds for 
a new County Infirmary. They needed to make application be- 
fore November 15, He called on Com. Hubbard who explained 
that last May 22 the Commissioners had written to Mr. Billings 
in regard to securing Federal funds for a new building. The 
Commissioners had engaged Mr. Randlett to make space studies. 
No action had been taken by the Delegation to authorize the 
preparation of plans. When negotiations were started, no other 
applications were before the state Advisory Board, now there 
are other groups seeking aid, and the County’s approval of pre- 
liminary plans should be on hand by November 15. He stated 
that application at this time, did not bind the County to build, 
and no particular site was necessary to prepare these plans. 

Rep. McAllister then read a copy of the recommendations of 
the committee set up to study the County Home situation. The 
Clerk stated that she had been present at the first part of the 
May 18 meeting but had to leave before a vote was taken. Later 
she was given a report of the vote taken and that had been 
made a part of her record which was signed as approved by the 
Chairman of the special committee and had been made part of 
the official records. (See May 18 record) Rep. Watson asked to 
be recorded that he was not present when the vote was taken. 
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It was moved by Rep. O’Shan and seconded by Rep. McAllister 
that: 
Two thousand Dollars be taken from the Capital Reserve 
Fund to be used for preliminary plans to be furnished to 
the County Commissioners so that they may present plans 
for a new Infirmary to the Federal Authority. 


Discussion ensued: 

Rep. Normandin brought up the need for extensive study in 
regard to a site for a new Infirmary. The County owns about 
443 acres in Laconia much of it desirable for future development. 
He advised further study before taking advantage of availability 
of Federal funds. He felt that doctors, planning board, etc. should 
be consulted on this question. He agreed that a new Home was 
needed. Rep. O’Shan and Rep. Maclsaac advised putting in 
application at the present time. 

Com. Hubbard stated that since the County Commissioners had 
called the meeting, the remarks being made were entirely irrele- 
vant. All the Convention is asked to do tonight is to make use 
of Federal funds. 

Rep. Hart asked if present Infirmary had been condemned. 
Answer seemed to be in the negative. 

Rep. Lord thought the ignorance of the whole matter was 
appalling and advised getting more facts before action was taken. 
Rep. Atwood inquired if the County did not have plans for a 
complete County Home, not just an Infirmary, which were not 
used several years ago because the vote to build was not legally 
taken, and asked how much these plans cost? Com. Smith an- 
swered that the plans cost $250.00 but were not suitable now. 
The amount of $2,000.00 needed for such a short period of 
study was questioned. Rep. Rollins spoke of the proposed action 
as insurance which need not bind us. Rep. Watson thought he 
needed more information in view of the few prisoners and few 
actual charity patients now taken care of at the County Home. 

The Chairman called for a five-minute recess. 

Meeting reconvened. 

Mr. Randlett was questioned. He said it was obvious that the 
amount of $2,000.00 could not be used in the time remaining. 
The drawings would not be made for any particular site but 
could be adapted. When site is not selected, it is assumed that 
plans will be for a level site. 

Rep. Urie moved to amend the motion to read “One thou- 
sand, two hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) instead of the $2,000.00 
mentiond. This was accepted by the movers, Reps. O’Shan 
and McAllister, so that motion then read as given with 
$1,200.00 substituted. 
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Rep. Normandin moved to amend the motion by adding: 
“and that the Delegation appoint a Study Committee con- 
sisting of three doctors, two business men and a Planning 
Director or Chairman of the Planning Board to investigate 
and report to this delegation and make recommendations 
on the report of the McAllister committee.” 

Seconded by Rep. Snow. 


Discussion of the motion ensued. 
Rep. Hart called for the previous question. It was so voted. 
The amendment was adopted by a hand vote. 9-4. 


The motion then was voted upon by a Roll Call Vote. Motion 
as amended reads: 


“Move that One Thousand two hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) 
be taken from the Capital Reserve Fund to be used for 
preliminary plans to be furnished to the County Commis- 
sioners so that they may present plans for a new Infirmary 
to the Federal Authority, and that the Delegation appoint 
a Study Committee consisting of three Doctors, two business 
men and a Planning Director or Chairman of the Planning 
Board to investigate and report to this delegation and make 
recommendations on the report of the McAllister committee.” 
Voting “Yes” were Representative Rollins, McAllister, Snow, 
Hart, Lacaillade, Prescott, O’Shan, MaclIsaac, Varrell, Picker- 
ing, Smith, Urie, Atwood and Howe and Delegate Matheson. 
Voting “No” were Reps. Watson, Lord, Harkins, Ayre, and 
Karagianis. Rep. Normandin passed. The motion carried.

The Belknap County Convention met to transact unfinished 
business, called to order by Chairman Walter Varrell at 7:45. 
Present were Representatives Rollins, McAllister, Watson, Lord, 
Hart, Harkins, Normandin, Ayre, Prescott, O’Shan, Varrell, 
Pickering, Smith, Atwood and Howe and Delegate Matheson. 
Also present, at the request of the Chairman, was County Attor- 
ney O’Neill. The press was represented by Ray Smith of the 
“Citizen” and Earl Anderson of the “Union Leader.” Other visi- 
tors were members of the N. H. Nursing Home Ass’n. 

The County Attorney was asked about the status of the votes 
taken November 2 which have been questioned by the County 
Treasurer. His opinion was that the votes were properly taken 
and replied to a question by the Clerk that she should send 
the Treasurer an attested copy of votes taken. 

Rep. Atwood moved and it was seconded by Rep. Normandin 
that: We delegate the authority given us on November 2 to 
appoint a Study Committee, to the Chairman of our Convention, 
and that we add to this committee the members of the Special 
County Home Study Committee and the County Commissioners, 
and that they serve without pay, and report to this full Conven- 
tion before the 1960 Budget is made up. 

In the discussion which ensued Rep. Atwood stressed the im- 
portance of all working together on this subject. Rep. McAllister 
spoke in favor as did Rep. Lord and others. Rep. Ayre asked 
the privilege of having the following statement which she read 
incorporated in the minutes: 

“Mr. Chairman: As a member of the House of Representatives 
from Ward 3, I ask the personal privilege of reading the follow- 
ing statement, which tells exactly how I feel about the matter 
for which this meeting is being held and I ask to read this state- 
ment because I realize that many times there is a possibility of 
being “misquoted.” 

First, I should like to say that the only reason I go along with 
appointing a committee to study the matter of whether or not 
to build a County Infirmary, is because I sincerely believe that 
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such a committee can return ONLY one solution — and that 
is — we should NOT build such an Infirmary! 

We are being asked to consider the expenditure of $400,000 
(actually nearer 34 of a Million Dollars, according to Mr. Lester 
Billings) to house FIVE poor people who are not self-supporting. 
The present population of 80-odd people at the County Home 
is made up of people WHO PAY THEIR OWN WAY, and 
WHO COULD PAY THEIR OWN WAY IN PRIVATE NURS- 
ING HOMES, except for FIVE PEOPLE WHO CANNOT. You 
may say there are not enough private nursing homes in which 
to take care of these people, and that therefore we NEED this 
new building (and I wish to remind you here that the proposed 
Infirmary is an ADDITIONAL building. It is NOT TO BE 
BUILT TO REPLACE what we now have.) 

I say this: If we don’t have enough private nursing homes, 
why? In my opinion, it is because we HAVE a County Home 
COMPETING with private nursing homes. And if we did not 
have a County Home, I believe there would immediately be 
PLENTY of new private nursing homes started up. "THEN 
we could, as we SHOULD, take care of the FIVE PEOPLE whom 
we now have at the County Home, who cannot afford to pay 
their own way in a private nursing home; pay for their care from 
County funds, and SAVE the taxpayers an unbelievable sum 
of money — THINK of the cost to us, the taxpayers, NOW, in 
operating what we do — ALL FOR ONLY FIVE PEOPLE, 
whom we should take care of anyhow, but whom we must take 
care of, according to law. 

To take care of these five people today, in a private nursing 
home, might cost somewhere between $8,000 and $10,000 a year. 
A NEW INFIRMARY (which I would like to remind you 
again, is an ADDITIONAL BUILDING and therefore will re- 
quire a staff, heat, lights, maintenance etc.) will cost nearer 
a million dollars (and this is just to BUILD it — not to main- 
tain it and its additional staff) than the $400,000 we are asked 
to consider. And what about the interest on such a bond issue? 
When you take into account amortization, etc., it will surely 
cost $100,000 a year — and we could take care of those FIVE 
POOR PEOPLE for approximately $10,000? I don’t know the 
answer — do any of you? 

There is another factor. If we DO build on the present County 
Land, we will close forever access to the most desirable place 
in Laconia for private development — and Laconia has very 
little land left for any sort of development and expansion. In my 
opinion, to BUILD A NEW COUNTY INFIRMARY here would 
WASTE not only the cost of building, but would likewise 
WASTE land that would bring to Laconia and to Belknap 
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County, through private development, tax money of perhaps 
$90,000 a year, or even more. 

In conclusion, I should like to say that it is my sincere opinion 
that by building the ADDITIONAL COUNTY INFIRMARY, 
as proposed, will, FIRST: Waste as much as $200,000 of our tax- 
payer’s money; and SECONDLY, it will stop PRIVATE ENTER- 
PRISE from building PRIVATE NURSING HOMES. 

I’m a REPUBLICAN. Most of you are, too. It is NOT the 
policy of the Republican Party, and never has been, to ENGAGE 
IN COMPETITION WITH PRIVATE INDUSTRY. 

It is my hope that this APPOINTED COMMITTEE will come 
back to us with just ONE ANSWER — no NEW GOVERN- 
MENT BUILDING, and no new TAXES. I’m paying more 
taxes than I want to, RIGHT NOW, without adding a further 
burden — especially, when I feei that we can do what we should 
do — for $8,000 to $10,000 a year, rather than for $100,000 a 
year, or MORE.” 

Rep Atwood stated that she had asked the Nursing Home 
Ass'n. for a statement as to the number of beds now available 
in Belknap County. The written statement from the Ass’n. 
was that there were now 50 beds available in licensed Homes. 

Upon motion of Rep. Normandin, the previous question was 
ordered. The vote was put and the motion prevailed in the 
affirmative. 

The County Attorney was questioned as to the status of the 
surplus Area money which was voted to use to reduce 1959 
County Tax on Sept. 8 but which could not be applied to the 
Budget adopted on July 2. After discussion, it was moved by 
Com. Smith and seconded by Delegate Matheson that the Coun- 
ty Attorney be requested to study the status of a sum of money 
in excess of $4,000, appropriated in the 1959-60 Budget, which 
was voted by the County Convention to be turned over to Coun- 
ty Funds, the County Attorney to render an Advisory opinion 
to the Chairman of the County Convention. It was so voted. 

The report given by Rep. McAllister at the November 2 meet- 
ing was not accepted; therefore it was moved by Rep. Hart, sec- 
onded by Rep. Pickering that the McAllister Committee report 
be accepted. It was so voted. (Report appended) 

Members of the N. H. Nursing Home Ass’n. were present and 
were informally consulted following adjournment of the meeting. 

The meeting adjourned at 9:15.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 

In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County herewith 
submit the annual report of the Commissioners along with the 
Treasurer, Superintendent and Matron of the County Home 
and House of Correction, Clerk of Superior Court, County At- 
torney, Chaplain, Sheriff, Auditors and County Extension Ser- 
vice for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

Seasonal unemployment and the result of our last recession 
reflects in an overdraft, this year, of our Welfare budget. Be- 
cause of an increased rate for board of children in foster homes, 
an increase in number of children being cared for by the County 
and unusually high medical bills, our total expense for board 
and care of children was higher than in former years. 

Our Surplus Food program has been a tremendous assistance 
in our Welfare program and the following towns have partici- 
pated in it, Alton, Barnstead, Belmont, Gilford, Gilmanton, 
Laconia, Meredith, New Hampton, Sanbornton, and ‘Tilton. 

New lights were installed in the vaults of the Registry of 
Deeds and Registry of Probate. The office of the Registry of 
Probate also had new lights installed. The Court House roof 
was repaired, the bricks were pointed up and some stone work 
was done. 

On September 18 and 19 the annual meeting of the State As- 
sociation of County Commissioners was held in Laconia, at 
which time the County Home was visited. All those present ex- 
pressed their opinion that the improvements did much to im- 
prove the physical structure. Many of the rooms were repainted, 
new wiring and lights were installed, beds and mattresses were 
replaced and a new Sterilizer was purchased for the Infirmary. 
At the present time, an additional bathroom is being installed 
for the convenience of the Infirmary patients. Forty-eight storm 
windows and insulation was added to the north side of the Home 
and two doors to the front of the building. A new electric slicer 
and mixer were purchased for the kitchen. A new silo was built 
and a new manure spreader was purchased for the farm. 

The Laconia Lions Club presented to the Infirmary a wheel 
chair and a portable electric aspirator which is most greatly 
appreciated. In October, of this year, the Laconia Altrusa Club 
organized the Belknap County Home Auxiliary which is doing 
a splendid job, not only in actively working with the Home in- 
mates, but also in interpreting the problems of the Home to the 
general public. 
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Currently, the Commissioners are meeting with a Citizens’ 
Committee to investigate possibilities relative to new construc- 
tion of a 60-bed Infirmary. 

The Board of County Commissioners appreciate and wish to 
thank all County officials and all County employees for their 
help and cooperation, also all individuals, clubs and organizations 
who have contributed to the welfare and happiness of the in- 
mates at the County Home and Infirmary.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Belknap County: 

We hereby submit our annual report for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1959, for the Belknap County Home and Infirmary. 

In reviewing the year 1959 we would like to state that the 
Infirmary has operated to full capacity all through the year, as 
evidenced by the census report of an average of 74.6 patients 
per day. Of this number, all categories of Welfare make up 
96.7; the balance, self-sustained persons. 

The majority of Welfare cases are persons who are unable 
to adjust themselves physically or mentally in homes, yet can- 
not be committed to a mental hospital. Such cases adjust them- 
selves very well after a period of orientation at the Infirmary. 
For such persons, who comprise 92% of the total population, a 
very definite need in Belknap County is being fulfilled, by being 
able to offer such a needed service to our aged and sick residents. 

Several improvements have been made throughout the institu- 
tion, by special appropriations, requested by the Commissioners 
and authorized by the Belknap County Delegation. A power 
dough and pastry mixer, also a slicer, coffee maker and several 
new pieces of cooking ware and cutlery were added to the 
kitchen equipment. In the Infirmary a larger and more modern 
sterilizer has been installed, a cardex system and file added so 
that the record of each individual patient is always available 
for the attending physician, and four vari-height beds with full 
equipment were also installed. These beds are an absolute ne- 
cessity for patient protection since 98.7% of the patients require 
bed-sides, some both day and night. 

The farm had a most productive year. Statistics given in the 
crop and freezer report are found elsewhere in this report. Our 
dairy herd had the highest milk production that it has had for 
the past ten years. 

The increased interest indicated and the many kindnesses ex- 
tended to the County Home by individuals and organizations, 
the visiting groups, flowers, tray favors, entertainment by groups 
and individuals, etc. has been deeply appreciated. The gifts and 
individual thought for each patient’s Christmas cheer given by 
the Altrusa Club definitely made the 1959 Christmas outstanding. 
The Laconia Lion’s Club presented the Infirmary with an aspira- 
tor and two wheel chairs. We wish to express our deep apprecia- 
tion to each and every individual and organization who have 
contributed so generously of their time and finances to help 
make the lives of our aged patients happier. 
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We also wish to express our deep appreciation to all for the 
counsel and encouragement given us in carrying on the work 
of the institution, to our clergy for their spiritual guidance, to 
the doctors for their cooperation, to the board of Commissioners; 
our especial thanks to the friendly visitors, who have been so 
faithful in their weekly visits to our aged family. Also, we are 
grateful to our faithful employees who have been so cooperative 
in the performance of their duties during the year and without 
whose help this report would have been impossible.
